eyes brimful of tears, began to reduce the 
alill-breuthiog body of the Civil Rights hill to 
u condition of harmony with the fore-ordained 
date of its pre-determined obituary notice.

Considering the nature of the man, 
perhaps this Is not to be wondered at; lie is 
unaccustomed lo take defeats graciously, and 
to be so suddenly ami completely unhorsed 
irritated him beyond his average.

Tim occasion of the gathering last night was a 
festival gi\ ta ** tim ladies of the church and 
a concert by “The Little Old Folks." 
At tin* 
rear of the church are Bio Sunday School 
room-*, occupyiug the first floor, and the 
church parlors occupying the second floor. 
This part of the edifice was in use for the 
festival and concert at the time of tho acci­ 
dent xyitli lal/los, Ac. 
Till* room, which was 
forty feet square, was tilled with people, tho 
session room below being deserted save by a 
ow person*. 
The number in the supper 
room* I* variously estimated al from 250 lo 
500, mostly grown persons. 
Al the time tho 
floor gave troy the children of the con­ 
gregation were in one of the ante rooms, 
being prepared for tho ‘‘ancient concert,” and 
but tor this fact alone tho lilt of the dead 
must have been very much larger, as many of 
the’ kelpie* < tittie one* would have been 
crushed to death in the mass of humanity 
crowded lido the v-shuped vortex formed by 
the falling floor. 
At the moment of the fall­ 
ing of the floor the scene within tho parlor 
was one of happy enjoyment, and while all 
wore pleasantly engaged, without a single 
sign of warning, the floor suddenly sank lie 
neath them ami in an instant the happy 
throng found themselves buried iii a mass of 
struggling humanity, intermixed with fullfil 
timbers, furniture, Ac., and in utter darkness, 
the gas having been extinguished by the 
breaking of Hie ga3 pi|ies. 
Tne descent of 
the floor war accompanied by a terrible crush­ 
ing of timbers, aud from the endangered liu 
man Ii Hugs went Up horrible cries for aid. Au 
instant after the fearful descent ha t been 
math', all was silent as the grave; but imin 
ilialely utter heartrending appeals for help 
were beard from hundred* of those who were 
iu agony. Soon person* were seen bsu'.ti 
from the door* and windows, which wert 
smashed out bv tie* frightened |ieuple, a n i aa 
alarm was sounded. 
The uninjured within 
tilts church, who were able to free themselves 
from the m iss, I>eg«n at once to assist in res- 
c ling tho others. 
Tile firemen and police 
were quickly at hand and labored nobly in 
tic* work of 
rescue. 
Entrance 
to 
tin 
church was at once fdop|*tl, and none were 
allowed to enter it except those engaged in 
taking out the inmates. 
The scene within 
Hie building was terrible in it* details and 
that without the edifice was heartrending in 
deed: tallier* aiel mothers searching for their 
children, husband* looking after wive*, wives 
inquiring for husbands, brothers for sisters, 
and children for their parents, of whose fate 
all were uncertain and in dread. 
Quietly but 
rapidly tho work of extricating the people was 
curried on by the aid of lanterns, a large num­ 
ber of w hich had lieeu secured. 
As fast as 
the living uiul dead were rescued they were 
pawed out through windows and doors, where 
ready hands assisted to convey the danger­ 
ously injured and dead to physicians’ offices 
and Hie neighboring houses. 
The excitement 
without tile church was terrible aud a* each 
laxly, cither dead or leverely injured, was tx 
iug carried lo the adjoining houses, the mass 
(urged.back and.forth, all terribly anxious to 
ascertain who It was and whether dead or 
alive. 
At the height of the excitement not 
Ie** than 10,000 people were crowded into 
Montgomery mid Ji flersou street* and in the 
adjoining premise*.

speeches sketched 011 paper, jagged ends of 
poems composed by members in casual mo­ 
ments ot inspiration, fractious of letters and 
leaves torn from weighty memorandas—these 
are among the debris. 
As for t he bills passed 
or rejected, have we not all heard of them? 
Sexton, toil the bell. 


Harvard College has been dedicating a Me­ 
morial Hall. 
We have no fault to tind with 
that nor any particular interest in it except to 
wish that the walls thereof may prove strong 
enough to stand up in case a crowd should 
ever try their quality. 
What wo would like 
to speak of in the high term it deserves is 
Oliver Wendell Holmes’ poem written for and 
delivered upon the occasion. 
The Doctor’s 
poetry is like the Doctor’s system of medicine, 
founded upon eclecticism in philosophy and 
strongly saturated with semi-religious 
ro­ 
mance. 
For a church man so very “ broad” 
as lie, our poet loves to write verses which 
can be sung to aood old tunes, such as Daler- 
ma, Coronation, and Old Hundred. 
Ills Har­ 
vard rhymes are set to the line choral just 
mentioned. 
There are six stanzas in all; two 
more than most preachers give out to their 
congregations as a rule to in* sung at onetime, 
but none too many for the audience at Har­ 
vard. Sharp critics who don’t like the Doctor 
nor reverence Boston and Cambridge as they 
should, may be mean enough to intimate that 
lie builds most of his poetry on one “ last "■ 
that with variations of subject, the style is al­ 
ways the same—yet, why should we listen to 
those shallow fellows? Holmes should publish 
an original hymn book before he dies; and if 
the churches could be persuaded to adopt it, 
the young people, married and single, would 
be highly delighted. 
A novelist and a dc 
bauchce have contributed acceptably to the 
songs of the church—why not a physician 
and a scholar? 


'Jl'Ue T e n tie r H u m a n i t i e s . 
We must sometimes imprison certain of our 
erring brethren, ami on rarer occasions we 
are forced to strangle a few of them to death. 
However much we may regret the hard fate 
which drives us to this extreme way of deal­ 
ing with those who are only a grade worse 
than the rest of us, still we see the necessity 
aud courageously perform the duty it inflicts. 
Humanity shall not be utterly unheard, never 
theless, good brethren, even in the cell or at 
the gallows. 
Philanthropy has a “ mission 
and will follow it up under all circumstances 
If we must shut up a human being from the 
blessed range of town and field, philanthropy 
will at least make sure that the victim of the 
law is not without what comforts his situation 
admits of. 
And in case we are periodically 
obliged to suspend at the end of a rope a poor,

Columbia on purpose to get rid of Shepherd 
and bis gang, who had notoriously pluudered 
the people in every fashion within his reach 
aud brought a stigma upon the District and 
upon the city rule in Washington precisely 
akin to that which made the name of New 
York a stench in the popular nostrils during 
the reign of the Tweed dynasty. 
Honorable 
Senators and Members were by no means in 
aste to investigate and oust the “Boss” at 
the capital, uor to condemn him save upon 
evideuce of a perfectly irresistible nature. 
This testimony was furnished to the Com­ 
mittee which looked into the case and their 
report, though 
couched 
in

terms, was nevertheless plain and strong 
enough to place the duty of Congress in the 
premises beyond a peradventure.

bodies. The list of thekilled numbers thirteen, 
and last night’s list is correct, except iu the 
Casa of the reported death of the boy Oatran- 
•der. 
The number of the wounded foots up 
100. of wboo^20 are seriously injured. There 
have been uo deaths to-day. 
The scene of 
< disaster has been visited by thousands during 
the day. 
A squad of police have possession 
of the boildmg pending the coroner'3 iuquest. 
The. occasion of the gathering last uight was a 
festival giv.¡¿ ffcr the ladie3 of the church and 
a concert by “The Little Old Folks.” 
At the 
rear of the church are the Sunday School 
rooms, occupying tlie first floor, and the 
church parlors occupying the second floor. 
This part of the edifice was in use for the 
festival and concert at the lime of the acci­ 
dent \yitli tables, Ac.- This room, which was 
forty feet square, was tilled with people, the 
session room below being deserted save by a 
ew persons. 
The number in the supper 
rooni3 is variously estimated at from 250 to 
500, mostly grown persons. 
At the time tho 
floor gave way the children of the con­ 
gregation were iu one of Hie ante rooms, 
being prepared for the “ ancient concert,” and 
lint tor lliis fact alone Hie list of the dead 
must 11 age been very much larger, as many of 
the helplesi little ones would have been 
crushed to death ¡11 the mass of humanity 
crowded into tho Y-shaped vortex formed by 
the falling floor. 
At the moment of the fall­ 
ing of Hie floor the scene within the parlor 
was one of happy enjoyment, and while all 
wore pleasantly engaged, without a single 
sign of warning, the floor suddenly sank be­ 
neath them and in an instant the happy 
throng fouud themselves buried in a mass of 
struggling humanity, intermixed with fallin 
timbers, furniture, <fcc., and iu utter darkuess, 
the gas having been extinguished lay the 
breaking of the gas pipes. 
Tno descent of 
the floor was accompanied by a terrible crush­ 
ing of timbers, and from the endangered hu­ 
man brings went tip horrible cries for aid. A11 
instant after the fearful descent had been 
made, all was silent a3 tho grave; but imnie 
diately after heartrending appeals for help 
were heard from hundreds of those who were 
in agony. 
Soon persons were seen issuing 
from the doors and windows, which wer 
smashed out by the frightened people, and an 
alarm was sounded. 
The uninjured within 
the church, who were able to free themselves 
from the mass, began at once to assist in res­ 
cuing the others. 
Tiio flicinen and police 
were quickly at hand and labored nobly in 
the work of 
rescue. 
Entrance 
to 
the 
church was at once slopped, and none were 
allowed to enter it except those engaged in 
taking out the inmates. 
The scene within 
the building was terrible in its details and 
that without the edifice was heartrending in­ 
deed: fathers and mothers searching for their 
children, husbands looking after wives, wives 
inquiring for husbands, brothers for sister; 
and children for their parents, of whose fate 
all were uncertain and in dread. 
Quietly but 
rapidly the work of extricating the people was 
carried 0 11 by the aid of lanterns, a large num­ 
ber of which had been secured. 
As fast as 
tno living and dead were rescued they were 
passed out through windows and doors, where 
ready hands assisted to convey the danger 
ously injured aud dead to physicians’ offices 
and the neighboring houses. 
The excitement 
without the church was terrible and as each 
body, cither dead or severely injured, wa3 be­ 
ing carried to the adjoining houses, the mass 
surged .back and.forth, all terribly anxious to 
ascertain who it was and whether dead or 
alive. 
At the height of the excitement not 
less than 10,000 people were crowded into 
Montgomery and Jeflerson streets and in the 
adjoining premises. 
The excitement at the 
scene did not subside until long after mid 
night, at which hour the dead had either been 
removed to their houses or to various under­ 
taking rooms ¡11 the city, about which excited 
groups were to be seen up to two o'clock this 
morning, discussing the terrible details.

Beecher, whoso magnanimity alone saved him 
from disgraceful exposure. 
Having suffered 
in silence for four years from these and sinii 
lar misrepresentations adroitly put before the 
public bv Hie Plymouth Church, with the 
sanction if not connivance of its pastor, Tiltoi 
says 
neither 
patience 
nor 
duty 
will 
permit him 
longer 
to 
conceal 
actual 
facts from the public. 
lie then goes 
011 
to prove that 
he 
has 
never 
slandered 
Henry Ward Beecher, but <-11 the contrary 
has sacrificed his own reputation to suppress 
the truth about him; and lie never lias n 
fused to appear before the church and answt 
all questions regarding the scandal that might 
be put to him.

We might say, with a pardonable amount of 
stretch to the imagination, that it had wept 
tears of stone at the heartlessness of man in 
thus desecrating nature.
